Every corporation with an j 
ntnl gross receipts of more than $3,- 
00f»,OOO shall be subject to the jurisdic­ 
tion of the commission, which shall 
make full inquiry into the organisa­ 
tion. and shall work to r a m p out over­ 
capitalization, unfair conn etition, mis­ 
representation and improper use of 
credit. The commission will have the! 
pov cr to take sworn testimony in its 
Inquiries, with powers to punish re.J 
finals to testify, will have power to 
subpoena hooks and examine thorough j 
ly any department of the corporations 
within Its jurisdiction.
